The  Pulpit  And 
The  Moral  Issue 


By  DR.  F.  M  PURSER 
(Editor's  Note;  The  following  article 
Is  an  address  given  by  Dr.  F.  M.  Purser 
at  the  March  meeting  of  the  North¬ 
west  Pastor’s  Conference,  which  the 
eonferenc*  has  requested  to  be  pub¬ 
lished.) 

It  is  very  evident  that  our  Baptist 
preachers  are  definitely  divided  in 
their  thinking  about  what  should  and 
should  not  be  said  from  the  pulpit 
on  moral  questions.  There  are  those 
who  say  that  the  liquor  question  U 
strictly  a  moral  question;  others 
would  Include  dancing,  card-playing, 
movies,  mixed  bathing  in  this  moral 
question;  some  would  limit  their 
thinking  of  a  moral  question  entirely 
to  the  question  of  relationship  be¬ 
tween  men  and  woman.  Originally,  of 
oourse,  the  word  moral  comes  from 
a  root  meaning  manners  or  laws  or 
customs.  It  relates  itself  to  behavior, 
right  conduct,  acting  through  men’s 
sense  of  right,  decisions  between  right 
and  wrong  in  any  field. 

What  emphasis  should  he  laid  upon 
these  questions  and  what  manner  of

Some  ministers  apparently  spend 
he  major  portion  of  their  time  in 
resting  at  moral  questions.  They  re¬ 
tard  other  ministers  as  cowards. 
These  preachers  think  of  themselves, 
uid  like  to  be  thought  of,  as  very 
>old,  outspoken,  courageous  souls. 
They  tend  to  minimize  the  attitude 
ind  the  preaching  of  some  of  us  who 
eek  to  be  very  careful  what  we  say 
ind  how  we  say  It.  They  brag  about 
-heir  position  and  about  how  plainly 
uid  frankly  they  speak. 

Even  to  our  Baptists  papers  you 
will  frequently  read  something  to  the 
effect  that  a  man  who  does  not  speak 
very,  very  plainly,  who  does  not  call 
ilack  black,  and  white  white  is  simply 
evading  the  issue.  You  will  read  that 
mch  a  man  is  afraid — either  afraid 
>f  himself  or  afraid  of  some  leading 
amily  to  his  church,  or  afraid  of  his 
lositlon,  or  afraid  about  his  aalarly 
>r  simply  afraid. 

This  particular  preacher  who  lu 
alking  with  you  is  definitely  convin¬ 
ced  that  the  message  of  Jesus  Christ 
ind  the  Word  of  God  has  a  word  to 
«*y  about  every  phase  of  our  lives, 
sad  this  is  not  limited  to  any  one 
area  or  field  of  thinking  or  of  Uv- 
ing.  The  Gospel  message  is  for  all  of 
life  and  relates  itself  to  every  activity 
of  life.  The  preacher  from  the  pulpit 
should  seek,  therefore,  to  apply  his 
®«w»g*i  God’s  message — if  you  will. 


per  to  nothingness  or  lukewarmness 
that  message  which  should  a  flame  of 
fire  or  a  sharp  two-edged  sword,  cut¬ 
ting  to  the  very  quick  and  marrow  of 
being;  nor  does  it  mean  that  he 
should  brush  aside  that  which  applies 
to  himself  and  become  a  hypocrite  to 
his  preaching  to  others,  but  it  will 
to  all  likelihood  mean  many  things  in 
his  preaching. 

The  approach  to  purity  to  life  of 
any  kind  should  be  a  pure  approach. 
May  I  give  you  a  very  simple  Illustra¬ 
tion.  I  wish  to  reach  a  point  a  half 
mile  away.  Over  here  to  my  right  runs 
a  cool,  dear  mountain  stream.  I  can 
reach  that  point  by  way  of  that 
stream.  Over  here  to  my  left  is  an 
open  sewer,  the  stench  of  which 
reaches  to  high  heaven.  I  can  reach 
the  desired  point  by  way  of  that  open 
sewer.  I  choose  to  go  by  way  of  the 
mountain  stream. 

This  preacher  has  heard  some  of 
his  brethren  preach  who  apparently 
choose  always  to  reach  desired  points 
by  way  of  open  sewers.  Their  points, 
the  illustrations,  the  stories  not  only 
border  on,  but  become  cheap  and 
vulgar.  Apparently  such  preachers  be¬ 
lieve  that  this  method  is  necessary 
for  emphasis.  I  do  not.  I  believe  that 
oftentimes  our  preachers  stir  up  evil 
thoughts  within  young  members  of 
their  congregation  rather  than  lead¬ 
ing  those  members  to  clean  thinking 
and  clean  living. 

There  comes  naturally  the  question 
as  to  how  much  we  shall  preach 
against  particular  worldly  sins.  There 
are  the  questions  about  preaching  on 
dancing,  preaching  on  necking, 
preaching  on  loose  and  licentious  liv¬ 
ing,  preaching  on  drinking,  preaching 
on  cheapness  Here  again  I  realize  that 
I  probably  differ  from  some  of  my 
brethren.  Increasingly  to  my  older  age 
I  am  seeking  to  emphasize  the  positive 
rather  than  the  negative.  I  know 
that  the  negative  needs  to  be  men¬ 
tioned,  but  I  believe  that  the  positive 
is  the  principal  message. 

Watch  Well  Your  Language 
Our  dear  Lord  and  Savior  spoke 
very  plainly.  Some  of  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment  passages  are  very  explicit.  When 
the  occasion  demands  It  in  personal 
conferences  the  writer  has  not  been 
wanting  in  frank  expression.  In  a 
general  congregation  composed  of 
people  of  all  ages,  of  varying  degrees 
of  mental  ability  and  spiritual  per¬ 
ception,  It  behoves  a  preacher  to 
watch  well  his  language  and  his  heart 
attitude  to  delivering  the  message. 

It  is  not  given  to  this  preacher,  nor 
is  M  given  to  you,  my  brethren,  to 
differentiate  between  sins.  But  if  this 
particular  preacher  had  a  word  he 
would  say  that  increasingly  he  is  be¬ 
coming  convinced  that  the  sins  of 
omission  to  help,  omission  to  do  right, 
omission  to  serve,  are  every  whit  as 
great  and  as  heinous  as  are  the  sins 
of  commission.  The  major  emphasis 
of  the  Scripture  Is  positive. 

Let  me  emphasize  that  this  is  not 
dodging.  This  is  not  a  position  taken 
because  of  fear.  This  is  an  effort  to 
apply  not  a  single  text  to  a  single 
problem,  but  an  effort  to  apply  the 
Word— all  of  It— to  all  of  life. 

Christ  came  to  emphasize  saving 
power.  When  He  stated  His  mission 
He  laid  emphasis  on  the  positive.  "I 
am  come  that  they  may  have  life 
and  may  have  it  to  abundance." 

While  He  spoke  plainly,  He  spoke  to 
chaste  language.  Had  the  woman 
taken  in  sin  been  brought  to  oome  of 
•«r  preachers  they  would  have  held 
her  up  before  the  crowd  and  gone 
tote  explicit  detail  about  all  of  Her

Savior;  an  emphasis  of  our  mission 
to  give  the  Gospel  of  Ctirist  to  all  at 
home  and  abroad;  an  emphasis  upon 
our  ahility  to  work  together  harmon¬ 
iously  to  supporting  our  organized 
work  as  Its  program  of  advance;  an 
emphasis  upon  preaching  the  Word  of 
God  as  it  is,  for  men  as  they  are. 

I  came  away  from  these  gatherings 
to  these  states  convinced  that  each 
of  us  have  to  our  state  fellowship  a 
few  radicals  whose  liberal  views  on 
certain  subjects  get  the  spotlight,  but 
that  it  is  unfair  to  brand  all  the 
brethren  to  the  churches  In  these 
states  as  being  “out  of  step"  because 
of  the  views  expressed  by  a  few.

sinful  life.  Had  the  woman  at  the 
well  of  Samaria  come  to  some  of  our 
preachers  they  would  have  gone  into 
rather  hold  and  courageous  tirades 
of  wrath  against  the  terribleness  of 
her  sins.  Jesus  turned  and  wrote  to 
the  sand  to  the  face  of  one  occasion, 
.  perhaps  to  avoid  embarrassing  one 
taken  in  sin.  Jesus  spoke  to  another 
plainly,  frankly,  but  positively  and 
,  lovingly  about  the  Water  of  Life. 

I  would  hope  that  from  here  out 
my  own  preaching  will  be  frank,  plain, 
deliberate,  and  yet  will  be  preaching 
to  chaste  language,  clothed  In  clean 
thinking,  realizing  the  purity,  the 
beauty,  the  glory  of  the  saving  power 
of  God.  One  would  pray  that  your 
preaching  might  find  its  force,  might 
awaken  response,  not  because  of 
shocking,  dirty  details  emphasized  and 
re-emphaslzed,  but  because  of  the 
beauty  and  the  magnificence  and  the 
wonder  of  the  saving  Word  of  the  liv¬ 
ing  Word. 

Some  Suggestions 

I  dare,  call  it  presumption  If  you 
will,  to  offer  a  few  practical  sug- 
tions: 

1.  In  all  of  our  preaching,  preach 
first  to  ourselves. 

2.  Search  diligently  the  whole  Word 
and  not  a  single  text. 

S.  Seek  fervently  to  know  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  God  to  giving  the  Word. 

4.  Ask  your  own  heart  what  would 
win  and  what  would  be  likely  to  drive 
you  away. 

5.  Emphasise  sin,  yes,  but  emphasise 
salvation  more. 

8.  If  we  must  be  explicit  and  go  Into 
detail,  do  K  always  with  great  care, 
knowing  that  our  purpose  Is  to  help 
and  not  to  hurt. 

7.  Remember  that  one  suggestive, 
dirty  story  oan  cheapen  an  entire 
sermon  and  probably  make  K  Use 
much  of  Ho  influence  for  good. 


8.  As  a  man  called  of  God  to  preach 
the  Word,  preach  H  without  fear  or 
favor,  but  seek  the  Spirit  of  the  lov¬ 
ing  God  as  you  preach. 

t.  Remember  that  the  Lord  Came 
not  to  destroy,  but  to  give  life. 

18.  Keep  hi  mtnd  ever  that  the  Word 
tells  us  that  our  God  loves  uo  with 
an  ever- lasting  love. 

1L  Failthfully  apply  the  Word  to 
all  of  Hfe,  but  be  careful  that  we  do 
not  single  out  sins  of  others  of  which 
we  are  not  guilty  and  by  which  we 
have  not  been  tempted,  and  hammer 
altogether  on  those  sins. 

12.  Fray  earnestly  before  ever  you 
preach  any  sermon  about  anything.

"Meditations  of  a  New  Executive  Secretary”

It's  a  l airly  Ion*  Jaunt  from  Sylacattga, 
Alabama  t*  Jackson,  Mississippi,  but  it 


ia  much  "longer  distance”  from  the  pas¬ 
torate  of  a  Baptist  Church  to  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Secretaryship  of  a  State  Convention 
Board.  I  have  only  recently  made  both 
trips  and  they  have  been  exciting  and 
thrilling. 

Every  pastor  knows  that  H  Is  most 
difficult  to  leave  the  pastorate.  One  has 
sa  many  precious  personal  associations 
based  upon  friendship  or  upon  some  un¬ 
usual  spiritual  experience.  When  you 
have  truly  sympathised  with  (suffered 
with)  your  members  in  times  of  suffer¬ 
ing,  sickness,  trouble  or  decision,  hearts 
are  woven  Inextricably  together.  Won¬ 
derful  are  the  opportunities  of  the  pastor! 
Those  personal  connections  are  not 
possible  in  the  same  measure  or  degree 
In  a  denominational  position  as  anyone 
knows  who  has  been  In  both  positions. 

GOD’S  CALL 

The  writer  has  experienced  “God’s 
motivation”  in  the  decision  he  has  recent¬ 
ly  made.  Deeply  desirous  of  remaining 
In  the  pastorate  to  which  he  had  gone 
from  a  Southwtde  denominational  posi¬ 
tion  only  seven  and  one  half  years  ago 
(five  years  in  Leland  and  two  and  one 
half  in  Sylacaugal,  nevertheless,  he  felt 
the  compulsion  of  attempting  to  do  a  job 
for  God  that  somebody  must  do.  Surely 
that  “somebody”  must  have  deep  abiding 
convic  tions  concerning  the  lostness  of  the 
lost,  the  missionary  needs  of  the  world, 
the  rightness  of  presenting  all  of  God's 
claims  upon  the  individual  (Including 
the  stewardship  of  material  possessions) 
and  a  willingness  to  work  with  other 
Christians  in  a  great  cooperative  en¬ 
deavor.  The  writer  wants  to  be  able 
somehow  in  God’s  direction  and  power  to 
be  aide  to  measure  up  to  this  kind  of 
challenge. 

THE  CHALLENGE  OF  THE  TASK 

The  first  challenge  to  the  writer  came 
in  the  form  of  the  call  of  the  Convention 
Board.  With  the  exception  of  one  letter 
received  from  a  pastor  in  North  Missis¬ 
sippi,  1  had  no  intimation  that  I  was  be¬ 
ing  considered  by  the  brethren.  On  Mon¬ 
day  before  the  election  on  Tuesday  I 
wired  the  friend  stating  that  I  had  no 
ambitions  along  this  particular  line  nor 
any  guidance  in  the  matter  and  that  I 
would  be  praying  for  the  Board  as  they 
met.  This  I  did  on  Tuesday  morning 
before  I  left  my  hotel  room  in  Brewton. 
Alamab*  il  wan  beginning  a  tour  across 
Florida  with  state  secretary  Dr.  John 
Magurie)  little  dreaming  that  1  would  or 
could  he  elected  by  the  brethren. 

The  next  part  of  the  challenge  camo 
late  Tuesday  night  in  Defuniarh  Springs, 
Florida  as  I  received  the  news  from  a 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee.  My 
flont  impression  was  that  this  work  was 
not  for  me.  My  conviction  has  been  so 
deep  concerning  my  return  to  the  pas¬ 
torate  when  I  left  the  Baptist  Sunday 
School  Board.  My  next  impression  was 
that  such  a  call  could  only  be  considered 
prayerfully  and  carefully.  I  was  struck 
with  the  thought  of  what  might  happen 
to  the  morale  of  a  great  people  if  the 
position  were  refused  by  two  meu,  both 
former  pastors  in  the  state. 

I  slept  little  that  night.  It  was  several 
hours  before  I  could  bring  myself  to  a 
consideration  of  myself  In  such  a  posi¬ 
tion.  The  Job  is  so  big  and  there  are  so 
many  ramifications  to  H.  My  ambitions 
had  never  been  along  that  line.  I  wanted 
to  be  a  good  pastor. 

THE  INTEREST  OF  LAYMEN 

Immediately  1  began  receiving  .tele¬ 
phone  calls  (several  that  night),  tele¬ 
grams  and  letters.  Literally  hundreds  of 
communications  came  hi  the  next  few 
*ays.  Pastors  from  all  over  the  state 
with  deep  concern  for  the  work  of 
Mississippi  Baptists  urged  me  to  accept 
•f  I  could  feel  Mint  H  was  the  Lord’s  will 


for  me.  Always,  that  was  their  approach! 
Never  the  human  approach,  but  always 
expressing  their  desire  that  God’s  will  be 
done,  these  men  of  God  wrote  and  talked 
with  me.  « 

Especially  impressive  to  me  were  com¬ 
munications  from  interested  laymen — 
good  strong  men — men  like  Walter  Beard 
and  C.  J.  McKenzie  of  Tralake,  Roy 
Kuykendall  of  Newton.  Earnest  Currey 
of  Hollenilale,  Mayor  Carrol  Gartin,  Ed 
Hurst,  Charlie  Walters,  Harry  Small¬ 
wood,  Horace  Headrick  of  Laurel,  P.  M. 
Self  of  Marks,  A.  N.  Alexander  of  Green¬ 
ville,  Forest  Cooper  of  Indianola,  Cecil 
Travis,  D.  C.  Simmons,  Harvey  T. 
Hedgepeth  of  Jackson,  Owen  Cooper  of 
Yazoo  City,  Frisbie  Marble,  Don  Baker, 

J.  H.  O' Quinn,  S.  S.  Walker,  Charles 
Dean.  Albert  Bouler  of  Leland,  Harry 
Carpenter  of  Rolling  Fork,  and  many 
others  equally  as  fine  and  as  important 
from  all  over  the  state.  The  concern  of 
these  useful  laymen  is  refreshing. 

CALL  ACCEPTED 

So  in  the  way  and  will  of  God  I  decided 
to  cast  my  lot  with  Mississippi  Baptists 
and  to  give  the  work  everything  I  have 
in  the  way  of  energy  or  ability.  With  all 
my  heart  1  want  to  be  used  of  God 
whereever  He  waitts  me  to  serve. 

EARLY  IMPRESSIONS 
As  I  came  to  the  Baptist  Building  the 
first  day  I  was  given  a  warm  welcome 
by  all  of  the  workers  ^Jio  were  not  out 
on  the  field.  They  are  a  fine  consecrated 
group  of  workers.  Mississippi  Baptist* 
are  fortunate  to  have  such  an  able 
array  of  talent  and  ability  as  these 
workers  possess. 

A  tremendous  stack  of  correspondent* 
has  faced  the  secretary  every  time  he 
has  sat  down  at  his  desk.  Much  of  It 
was  brought  from  Alabama.  With  a 
schedule  already  crowded  before  the 
Mississippi  call  came,  and  then  with  a 
couple  of  trips  to  Mississippi  necessary, 
it  was  impossible  to  answer  the  great 
volume  of  appreciated  correspondence.

“You  saw  him 
stroll  in  here  tonight  with  two  other 
boys.  His  buddies  have  gone  but  he 
preferred  to  stay  till  the  late  minute. 
Hell  be  back  next  Saturday,”  Howard 
■aid  with  confidence. 

The  Central  Baptist  Church  has  700 
members,  a  big  Sunday  school,  and  a 
thriving  elementary  day  school.  It 
sponsors  six  other  churches  and  has  a 
clinic  at  San  Felipe  which  will  be  a 
50-bed  hospital  in  another  year.

The  Gerald  Riddells  welcomed  us  to 
Columbia.  We  found  evidences  of  the 
violence  of  the  1949  revolution,  and 
considerable  apprehension  about  the 
prospects  for  1950,  but  the  mission¬ 
aries  anticipate  building  plans  for  the 
Baptist  church  which  now  meets  in 
a  rented  second-story  hall. 

In  Medellin  we  spent  one  busy  day 
with  seventeen  young  missionaries 
engaged  in  language  study.  They  are 
preparing  for  mission  service  in  Mexi¬ 
co,  Uruguay,  Chile,  Colombia,  and  a 
possible  new  opportunity  in  Ecuador. 
Like  the  Portuguese  language  school 
at  Brazil,  this  school  was  started  by 
the  Presbyterians,  but  has  a  larger 
proportion  of  Southern  Baptists  than 
any  other  group. 


by  the  churches  who  send  their  pas¬ 
tors,  and  must  take  the  money  out  at 
their  budgets,  and  by  our  denomina¬ 
tional  agencies,  which  must  uaa 
money  contributed  for  missions  and 
benevolences.  Churches  ought  to  send 
their  pastors  to  the  Convention  if 
they  are  able  to  do  ao,  and  our  de¬ 
nominational  agencies  ought  to  send 
their  principal  officers;  but  ought  not 
the  expenses  of  such  a  trip  to  be  kept 
as  low  as  prac table,  instead  of  wasting 
thousands  of  dollars  by  sending  our 
representatives  all  the  way  across  the 
continent  rather  than  to  some  more 
central  city?  Is  such  great  expense 
justlfable? 

It  is  the  earnest  hope  of  a  great 
many  Southern  Baptists  that  the 
decision  made  last  year  to  have  the 
Convention  meet  in  San  Francisco  will 
be  revoked,  and  that  some  more  cen¬ 
tral  city  will  be  chosen.

HEADQUARTERS  HOTEL 
LARGEST  IN  CONVENTION 

Chicago,  Ill— (BP)— For  the  first 
time  in  the  history  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  the  headquarters 
for  the  annual  meeting,  May  8-12,  will 
be  in  the  largest  hotel  in  the  world 
and  largest  city  in  the  Convention- 
Hotel  Stevens  in  Chicago,  Ill.  The 
hotel  has  38  floors,  30  above  ground 
and  six  below.  It  would  take  one 
person  eight  hours  a  day  for  30  days 
to  visit  for  five  minutes  each  of  the 
3000  rooms.  There  are  3000  employees, 
including  70  telephone  operators.  A 
day’s  menu  in  the  hotel  dirting  room 
includes  a  ton  of  butter,  1000  dozen 
■  eggs,  ten  steers,  a  ton  of  pork  and 
fish,  20,000  hot  roots,  a  ton  and  ahalf 
of  potatoes.  25  cases  each  oranges, 
lettuce,  celery,  and  tomatoes,  and  35.- 
000  cups  of  coffee  flavored  with  300 
gallons  of  cream. 

WHAT  TO  WEAR 

The  weather  is  always  cool  In  Chi¬ 
cago  during  May  and  a  light  top  coat 
needs  to  be  brought  by  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  to  the  Convention;  but  If  It  gets 
hot,  the  hotel  has  an  Ice  plant  In  the 
basement  which  can  make  25  tons 
each  day.  The  25  elevators,  manned 
by  75  operators,  will  carry  107,000 
people  each  day  during  the  conven¬ 
tion.  One  giant  elevator  is  10  feet 
high,  10  feet  wide,  and  29  1-2  feet 
long  and  can  lift  ten  tons. 

The  headquarters  hotel  has  its  own 
fire  department — the  only  one  of  Its 
kind  la  the  world— a  seven  room 
medical  department.

We  must  have  Christ  for  our  world 
•f  1950  became  we  are  a  world  of 
terrified  people.  We  have  looked  upon 
the  source  of  life  itself  and  such 
terror  has  possessed  us  that  we  are 
groveling  In  fear  and  uncertainty, 
cowering  before  the  awful  consequ¬ 
ences  of  the  discovery  of  gun-powder, 
bacteria,  jet  propulsion,  nuclear  fis¬ 
sion,  and  the  Hydrogen  Bomb. 

When  God  created  man  He  placed 
within  him  the  power  of  discernment, 
the  ability  to  reason.  He  gave  man  a 
soul  and  a  conscience.  He  gave  him 
the  power  to  comprehend  Qod,  a 
spiritual  ideal.  In  every  soul  he  placed 
aa  eternal,  unquenchable  thirst  to 
find  and  know  and  worship  Ood.  As 
man  climbed  ever  higher  along  the 
path  to  civilization  he  reached  ever 
higher  for  a  God  that  he  could  under¬ 
stand  and  truly  worship.

Yea  America  needs  Christ  today 
as  never  before — a  Christ  who  thund¬ 
ers  “Render  unto  Ceasar  the  things 
that  are  Caesars— but  only  that  which 
belong  to  him,”  a  Christ  who  held 
the  individual  of  infinitely  more 
worth  than  the  state,  a  Christ  who 
took  timorous,  vacillating,  bigoted  in¬ 
dividuals  and  forged  them  Into  cour¬ 
ageous,  staunch,  flaming  disciples  be¬ 
cause  they  had  the  serenity  and  the 
courage  which  comes  from  perfect 
spiritual  security. 

We  need  Christ  for  the  world  in 
1950  because  only  Christ  can  save  it 
from  hurtling  into  destruction.  Nation 
is  still  against  nation,  class  against 
class,  race  against  race,  color  against 
color.  The  poor  and  they  that  mourn, 
the  faint  and  overborne,  sin-sick  and 
sorrow  worn,  the  wayward  and  the 
lost  need  Christ. 

The  world  is  in  our  hands.  We  did 

not  choose  it;  we  dare  not  refuse  it. 
Centuries  ago  Christ  struck  a  man 
down  on  the  Damascus  road  and  said, 
"Follow  me.”  he  shut  doors  in  that 
man’s  face  until  he  turned  at  last  in 
the  direction  Christ  desired  him  to 
go— to  the  shores  of  Europe.  Ood  plac¬ 
ed  Lydia  there  to  lead  a  prayer  meet¬ 
ing  and  to  meet  her  Savior  through 
the  teachings  of  Paul.  From  that  day 
faithful  men  and  women  told  each 
other  the  simple  story  of  a  Savior 
who  loved  them  enbugh  to  die  for 
them;  of  the  peace  and  security  which 
filled  the  soul  when  one  served  him; 
of  the  miracles  which  service  to  Him 
could  perform  within  his  followers; 
of  the  hope  which  his  promises  en¬ 
gendered  In  the  believing  heart.  And 
from  Europe  the  followers  of  Christ 
carried  the  precious  story  to  England. 
And  there  they  believed,  and  suffered 
the  tortures  of  death  and  degrada¬ 
tion  because  of  that  belief.  When 
they  could  no  longer  worship  this 
Christ  at  home  or  in  Jail  or  in  stocks 
and  bonds,  they  forsook  home  and 
country  and  loved  ones  and  carved  out 
of  the  American  wilderness  a  new 
hope  where  they  might  worship  Ood 
according  to  the  dictates  of  their  own 
hearts  And  they  built  their  new  na¬ 
tion  upon  the  concept  that  men  must 
Cherish  that  freedom  above  all  else. 
We  are  their  children— thU  is  our 
heritage  Even  a  brief  and  superficial 
study  of  history  will  convice  even  a 
non-believer  that  Christianity  for  the 
world  has  been  designedly  placed  in 
our  hands.

PASTOR  "STRIKES"  AGAINST  BOARD  OF  STEWARDS 

SpringviUe,  Ala— (RNS)— The  Rev. 

J.  Clyde  Cruse,  pastor  of  the  Metho¬ 
dist  church  here,  is  “on  strike”  fol¬ 
lowing  a  suggestion  from  his  14-mem¬ 
ber  board  of  stewards  that  he  be  more 
“tactful”  and  “diplomatic”  in  his 
preaching. 

Since  then,  he  has  steadfastly  re¬ 
fused  to  conduct  any  services  at  the 
church  and  has  stated  his  position  in 
a  specially  printed  bulletin  in  which 
he  said: 

"The  Bible  is  the  Word  of  God  and 
must  be  taken  as  such.  The  board  has 
no  right  to  put  restrictions  on  preach¬ 
ing.  The  Lord  Is  my  real  boss.” 

"It  is  not  wrong  preaching  that  has 
offended  these  tender  feelings,”  Mr. 

Cruse  added,  "but  the  challenge  bo 
unsurrendered,  unconfessed,  and  un- 
forgiven  sins  of  all  kinds  In  various 
members’  lives,  which  have  been 
tolerated,  soft-pedaled,  and  even  con¬ 
doned  until  they  have  weakened  and 
sickened  the  church  and  robbed  it  of 
spiritual  power.” 

The  Springville  church  pays  most 
of  Mr.  Cruse’s  salary  and  supplies  the 
parsonage.  He  has  been  advised  by 
the  Rev.  Fred  Cooper,  superintendent 
of  the  Gadsden  District  of  the  North 
Alabama  Conference,  that  he  would 
have  to  move  out. 

“I  Intend  to  continue  to  occupy  the 
parsonage  pending  proper  settlement 
of  the  issue,”  Mr.  Cruse  replied.

As  most  Mississippians  who  go  to 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in 
Chicago  on  trains  will  travel  over  the 
Illinois  Central  Railroad,  it  is  neces¬ 
sary  that  the  railroad  officials  know 
how  many  to  expect  in  order  to  pre¬ 
pare  to  take  care  of  those  planning 
to  use  the  trains. 

The  Illinois  Central  is  anxious  to 
provide  ample  accommodations  but  if 
they  expect  a  few  and  many  turn  up 
at  train  time,  somebody  is  going  to  be 
disappointed  at  least.

Dear  Dr.  Goodrich: 

Anticipating  a  large  movement  from 
Mississippi  to  the  above  convention,  we 
are  anxious  to  ascertain  as  early  as 
possible  the  number  of  passengers  going 
on  PANAMA  LTD  as  well  as  CITY  OF 
NEW  ORLEANS. 

To  accommodate  those  delegatee  us¬ 
ing  PANAMA  LIMITED  *  is  important 
that  we  know  well  in  advance,  space 
desired  in  order  thst  we  may  arrange  for 
extra  sleepers  if  necessary.  In  this 
connection  I  wish  to  call  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  schedule  of  the  PANAMA 
will  be  changed  on  April  30th  to  leave 
Jackson  approximately  46  minutes 
earlier  than  at  present.

GO  TO  JAIL 

“Now  is  the  time  to  go  to  jail,  that 
Is,  to  gather  a  group  of  consecrated 
men  and  go  to  the  jail  in  the  com¬ 
munity  and  talk  to  the  prisoners 
there  about  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
This  service  can  be  performed  ef¬ 
fectively  by  men.  Some  Brotherhoods 
and  churches  for  months  or  even 
years  have  had  regular  appointments 
for  jail  services. 

When  going  for  Jail  services  the 
group  should  arrange  with  the  sheriff 
or  jailer  In  advance.  Take  along  some 
song  books  with  old-time  spiritual 
songs  that  those  in  jail  may  remem¬ 
ber  from  their  youth.  All  such  ser¬ 
vices  should  be  carried  on  with  friend¬ 
ly  spirit.  Including  prayer,  testimony 
and  a  message  by  pastor  or  laymen 
on  how  Christ  Is  mighty  to  save  sin¬ 
ners.  We  may  remember  that  Jesus 
said,  “I  was  In  prison,  and"  ye  visited 
me  not.” 


FINANCING  THE  BROTHERHOOD 

The  Brotherhood,  being  a  regular 
department  of  the  church  work.  Is  to 
be  financed  through  the  regular 
church  channels.  Like  the  Sunday 
School,  Training  Union.  W.  M.  U.,  the 
Brotherhood  should  be  placed  In  the 
regular  church  budget  for  a  specific 
allocation.  This  allocation  need  not 
be  unreasonably  large.  It  should,  how¬ 
ever,  be  for  an  amount  in  keeping 
with  the  organization  and  large 
enough  that  the  leaders  can  plan  and 
carry  through  a  well-rounded  pro¬ 
gram  of  activity  without  having  to 
ask  the  men  to  make  special  contri¬ 
butions  in  the  regular  meetings  of  the 
organization. 

The  Brotherhood  is  never  to  become 
a  collecting  agency.  Collections  or 
special  offerings  in  regular  meetings 
of  the  organization  are  to  be  dis¬ 
couraged.  The  church  should  take 
care  of  the  regular  expenses.  In  turn, 
the  men  should  be  encouraged  to 
place  and  channel  their  tithes  and 
offerings  in  and  through  the  regular 
church  treasury,  not  through  the 
Brotherhood. 

If,  in  the  promotion  of  Its  work, 
the  Brotherhood  wishes  to  adopt  an 
activity  calling  for  a  substantial 
amount  of  money  over  and  above  the

Dr.  Arnold  T.  Ohrn,  of  Norway, 
General  Secretary  of  the  Baptist 
World  Alliance,  will  be  the  Com¬ 
mencement  speaker  on  May  29  as 
Mississippi  College  celebrates  the  one 
hundredth  anniversary  of  its  becom¬ 
ing  Baptist. 

Born  in  Wisconsin,  Dr.  Ohrn  lived 
in  Norway  from  1899  until  he  came 
to  Washington  in  1948  as  Secretary 
of  the  Baptist  World  Alliance.

Chicago,  Ill. — Official  records  show 
startling  increases  in  crime  rate,  ad¬ 
missions  of  alcoholics  to  mental  hos¬ 
pitals,  women  sentenced  to  federal 
prisons,  and  dependent  children 
throughout  the  U.  S.  A.  since  1934, 
according-  to  government  data  just 
assembled  by  the  American  Business 
Men’s  Research  Foundation  of  this 
city. 

These  official  records  sharply  con¬ 
tradict  liquor  advertising  statements, 
that,  basing  their  conclusions  solely 
upon  the  three  year  period,  (1946-49) 
show  a  slight  recession  in  figures  for 
liquor  consumption  and  expenditures. 

The  Foundation  points  out  that  the 
latest  official  data  released  by  the 
Bureau  of  Census  and  the  Department 
of  Commerce  show: 

A  266  per  cent  increase  In  depen¬ 
dent  families  from  1932  to  1947. 

A  32  per  cent  increase  in  the  FBI 
record  of  violent  crime  rate. 

A  52  per  cent  Increase  In  women 
sentenced  to  federal  prisons. 

A  73  per  cent  increase  in  hospital 
admissions  of  alcoholics  without 

psychosis. 

A  272  per  cent  Increase  in  the 
number  of  dependent  children  in  the 
U.  S.  A.,  from  270,000  in  1933  to  1,- 
006.000  in  1947. 

Coincident  with  these  records  liquor 
consumption  has  mounted  154  per 
cent,  from  8.37  gallons  per  capita  in 
1934,  to  21.25  in  1949  (fiscal  years); 
while  expenditures  for  alcoholle 
beverages  increased  323  per  cent,  from 
$2080  millions  In  1934.  to  $8800  mil¬ 
lions  in  the  calendar  year  1948  (latest 
data  available).

of  course  there  to  a  law-giver,  a 
sovereign  who  made  this  universe  so 
ttat  it  would  act  In  a  certain  way  al¬ 
ways  Certain  great  men  have  devoted 
the  labors  of  their  Uves  to  learoing 
the  uniform,  unvarying  ways  in  which 
the  universe  acts,  and  they  have  writ¬ 
ten  down  these  ways  in  which  the  uni¬ 
verse  acts,  snd  liven  call  fccse  ways  the 
laws  of  nature.’ 

Of  course  there  lives  a  sovereign 
executive  who  enforces,  executes  these 
laws.  Pot  s  simple  Illustration,  take 
the  matter  of  temperature  and  water. 
If  you  raise  the  temperature  of  water 
to  a  certain  degree  It  bolls.  It  must  boil, 
anywhere  at  sea  level  or  nearly  in  this 
country.  Lower  the  temperature  of  water 
to  92  degrees  P..  and  It  freezes,  It 
must  freese,  It  always  does.  It  always 
will. 

Just  as  surely  there  are  moral  laws 
which  obtain  to  all  life  of  man  sn  this 
planet.  God  has  so  ordained  and  It 
stands  secure.  He  has  said,  “Whatsoever 
a  man  plants  that  shall  he  also  gather,'* 
and  there  is  no  more  an  exception  to 
that  moral  law  than  there  Is  to  the  law 
that  water  freeses  at  Y12  degrees.
